| just finished reading [and re- 
reading] the first issue of EX- 
MUTANTS. One of the first 
sili | have to say about it is — 
BEAUTIFUL! (And not just the 
girls, either!) 

As someone who collects 
over a hundred titles a month, it 
is a relief to see a new title come 
out that is worth more than the 
cover price. EX-MUTANTS is 
suchatitle. 

It is very unfortunate, but 
sadly very true, that a great 
many of the new_black-and- 
white comics coming out are 
pure, unmitigated trash! The 
non-existent stories and horrid 
art, the two-dimensional 
characters and insipid dialogue, 
and many other factors add up 
to one very dissatisfied 
customer. Many publishers 
seem to feel the holy word “‘nin- 
ja’ in the title justifies a 
$1.50-plus price tag, no matter 
how bad the comicis. 

After reading EX-MUTANTS 
the first time, | was very pleased 
with the crisp art and detail.
